Believes In Navy 


Mr. Roosevelt has always been a ' 


strong believer in sea power. More 
than any other man of our times he 
has been influential in building up 
the American navy. He is intimate- 
ly acquainted with the problems of 
the navy and last year spent a large 
p?rt prhis vacation actually taking 
part in the maneuvers of the Amer- 
ican fleet. He knew the War games 
of the navy and saw with his own 
eyes what the fleet could do under 
certain tactical conditions of 
the 


most difficult nature. 


The president knows the top men 


in the navy intimately and knows 
a good deal about the new ships 
and all the auxiliary weapons re- 
lating to submarines and air car- 
riers. 


If the United Slates should ever 


be drawn into war and Mr. Roose- 
velt has retired from office, it may 
well be assumed that he would be 
among the first to offer his services 
to the navy department, for his ex- 
perience and judgment in that di- 
rection are unmatched by any civil- 
ian in the country today. 


The president's keen interest in 


naval strategy has enabled him to 
follow events overseas, and to an- 
ticipate some of them by reason of 
the fullness of American diplomatic 
reports. It now becomes clear, tor 
instance, just why the president so 
promptly after the return of Sum- 
ner Welles, under-secretary of state, 
issued a statement saying there was 
"scant immediate 
prospect' 
of 


peace. Undoubtedly the president 
was aware of the determination of 
the nazis to make'a desperate at- 
tempt by means of a spring offen- 
sive in the northern part of Europe 
to gain territory and raw materials.

veloped in a fog of contradictory 
reports, but the official Washing- 
ton attitude is one of apprehension 
because of a growing belief that be- 
fore many weeks, perhaps days, the 
Balkan states will be drawn into the 
fray, and this means Italian partici- 
pation in some form. 


The prospect that the British and 


French fleets are expecting action 
in the Mediterranean is beginning 
to open up all sorts of conjecture 
here, especially as word comes that 
the Italians are beginning to call lo 
the colors some of their reserves. 
The hope here is that Italy will stay 
neutral. It is today the only neu- 
tral entrance to Europe that is safe 
for travel. What did Mussolini and 
Hitler decide at their secret con- 
ference when Mr. Welles was in 
Europe? Maybe President Roosevelt 
can guess. He has the best sources of 
information in the world today, but 
he is keeping mum. It is significant 
that no word of comment denounc- 
ing the nazi invasion of two weak 
neutral countries has come from the 
White House 
as happened when 


Finland was invaded by 
Russia. 


Strict neutrality of expression is the 
rule here now, outwardly at least.

ment, from tribal funds, to enrolled 
members of the Menominee tribe. 
He also is pressing for a $6,000 ap- 
propriations, likewise from tribal 
funds, to be used for administrative 
expenses of the tribe. Al Dodge de- 
clares that "these two items have 
the support of the interior depart-' 
ment," and LaFollette agrees that j 
"the .department will acquiese in 
this". 


In order to cover the $50 per cap- 


it" payments, $105,000 would be tak- 
en from Menominee funds already { 
in the United States treasury. Dodge 
states, "Our economic conditions are 
bad on the reservation, and we have

A great picture has been produced by 


the cinema industry correctly portraying 
in most important particulars many of the 
critical aspects of the greatest tragedy this 
continent has known since its discovery 
by Columbus. 


We would not distract the public at- 


tention from the stately 
mansions, the 


graceful and beautiful women, nor the 
pulsating romance that moves through the 
story, but it would be a pity to view such 
a thrilling panorama of actual life and 
miss its most valuable lesson. 


The war between the states was so 


unnecessary. 
The 200,000 dead on the 


field of battle grasping spasmodically at 
grass blades as the fatal rattle 
burst 


from their throats, the heart-aches, the 
debts, the smoking ruins, and, worse still, 
the collapse of Christianity, all this might 
have been saved. But it wasn't. 


The men who ran for office were large- 


ly to blame for the Civil War. If Amer- 
ica can learn that lesson from "Gone 
With the Wind" the artists who produced 
it will have earned the gratitude of the 
nation. 


When men run for office they strive to 


build a platform to attract support. Not 
always are they honest. Not always are 
they genuine. 
In the decade before the 


guns started to boom they were fiendish. 


Leaders in the South taught their peo-

But when 
Ashton-Gwatkin cabled London urging mod- 
eration, the British remained unmoved". 


The opening conversation here was typical. 


Henry F. Grady, assistant secretary of state in 
charge of trade agreements, began with a state- 
ment of U. S. grievances against the Allied 
blockade. When he had finished, Ashton-Gwat- 
km wrung his fleshy hands and said:

And the British feared that the entire Nazi sub- 
marine flotilla had set a trap to catch the prized 
ships of the British fleet. They did not want to 
get drawn into cramped waters.

Vegetables are the main source 


of potassium. Perhaps that may ac- 
count for the salt craving of cer- 
tain herbivorous animals, even for 
the common human craving for ad- 
ditional salt with such, potassium 
rich foods as peanuts, onions, cel- 
ery, olives, almonds. Not that it is 
advisable to add salt to foods which 
happen to be rich in potassium— 
as already indicated, most people 
get too much salt, regardless of the 
character of the diet.

can Chemical Society today by J. J. 
Stubbs, L. B. Lockwood, E. JT. Roe, 
B. Tabenkin and G. E. Ward of the 
bureau of agricultural chemistry 
and soils of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture. 


The vinegar-makers are acetic 


acid bacteria. They possess the abil- 
ity to ferment corn sugar into cer- 
tain acids that resemble' yitamin C, 
the scurvy vitamin, which itself is 
an acid. 


But the germs were lazy, taking 


one to two hours to make the corn 
sugar acids. The Washington chem- 
ists changed all this by almost lit- 
erally chasing the germs with a big 
stick and jets of compressed BV. 
They stirred the corn sugar mix- 
ture and blew air through it. The 
result is that the wine spoilers 
make the vitamin acid in a single 
day. 


This acid has one-twentieth the 


potency of the real vitamin and is a 
good preservative for mayonnaise, 
dried whole milk, dried egg yolk, 
olive oil emulsions and other foods 
subject to deterioration by air. 


The saving of nearly two months 


makes the acid available in quan- 
tity for industrial use for the first 
time.

DO 


ABOUT FISHING 


By Kenneth A. Reid 
T 


HE fisherman can play an im- 
portant role in preservation of 
his own sport, for unlike the 


hunter, he can enjoy his sport to 
the fullest -without destroying the 
source. He can have all the thrills 
of the strike, the battle and success- 
ful landing, even, to taking a photo- 
graph of the prize, as I have often 
done, and still return the fish to 
the water unharmed as a source for 
future sport. 


If a fisherman will use artificial 


flies or lures and release his fish 
carefully, the percentage of injuries 
from such encounters will be re- 
duced to a negligible amount. The 
real sportsman will not look upon 
the too generous daily creel limit 
as par on the fishing course, but 
as a necessary curb on the. fish hog. 
Game fish are worth many times 
more to all of us alive as a source 
of sport than dead as a source of 
food. 


If you doubt that statement. I 


suggest a simple accounting system 
for the coming season. On one side 
of the ledger list all expenses for 
tackle, transportation, food, lodg- 
ing, guides, boats, etc., and on the 
other the weight of each fish caught. 
Unless you are fortunate enough to 
live on the bank of fishing water, 
the resultant cost per pound for 
desirable game fish will probably 
give you a shock, if not a headache. 
If your wife isn't an angler I sug- 
gest that you keep the cost figures 
to yourself. 


The great army of fishermen has 


in its own hands the most important 
means 
for 
real improvement of 


fishing. If it should resolve this 
year to go fishing for the fun of 
fishing, and would 
forget about 


heavy creels and limit catches, the 
example would encourage others to 
help a bit, too. 


Remembering the truth of the 


slogan, "If you would catch more 
fish—kill less," let us set our own 
personal size limit well above the 
legal minimum and our own creel 
limit 
well 
below—or better yet, 


leave the creel at home and keep 
only an occasional good fish. Then 
we will be doing more to improve 
fishing than all of the hatcheries 
and fish laws combined. 


Many a lake and stream would 


now be producing fishing sport of 
the best if some such plan of regu- 
lation by individuals had been in 
force. There would be plenty of 
sport for all and there may still be 
if self control is exercised.

The largest city in- southern Afri- 


ca is Johannesburg. . A newspaper 
published there gave this reoort of 
a Bantu chief of the Zulu tribe: 


"Solomon Dinizulu came by 


motor car, wearing a bine uni- 
form and peaked cap. Sleeves, 
collar, trousers and cap were 
braided with fold. 
Over the 


shoulder he wore a broad band 
of blue ribbon with gold tas- 
sel." 
That note brings out the 
fact 


that some Zulu chiefs have given 
up their old native dress.

Order on Slate Cheese 
The new holding order for Amer- 


ican cheese made in Wisconsin and 
prepared for shipment will require 
that the cheese be kept on the shelf 
two days after date of manufacture 
and until sufficiently dry, the state 
board of agriculture voted at its re- 
cent session, according to a bulletin 
received by County Agent J. F. 
Magnus. 


The new holding order represents 


a compromise over the proposal that 
the cheese be held on the shelf not 
less than three days and until suf- 
ficiently dry. Testimony in favor of 
the 3-day holding order was to the 
effect that the longer the cheese is 
held at the factory the more likely 
it is to be ready for 
grading. 


Cheesemakers opposed to the order 
argued that most cheese factories 
lack the facilities to hold the cheese ;

V a r i e t i e s 


Two groups of trouble 
shooters 


were called out by the United States 
Department of Agriculture 
when 


hot dry weather 
caused 
yellow 


seeded varieties of 
soybeans 
in 


some midwestern areas to 
ripen 


prematurely last fall, and so" retain 
some of the green color 
of 
the 


young beans. 


When milled, these green colored 


beans yielded oil with a greenish 
tint undesirable to use for shorten- 
ing or other food purposes. Chem- 
ists at the regional soybean labora- 
tory in Illinois soon found that pro- 
cessors could get rid of the green 
tinge by using slightly more than 
the usual ration of bleaching earth, 
according to a bulletin received by 
J. F. Magnus, Outagamie county 
agent. 


The treatment does not seem to 


have affected the quality of the oil, 
and processors have already found 
ready markets for it. 


Misunderstandings as to the grad- 


ing of greenish beans led buyers to 
discount prices severely—up to 30 
cents a bushel. Although maintain- 
ing the grade standards, the Agri- 
cultural Marketing service took 
steps to make clear the difference 
between damaged beans and those 
that were sound though of a green 
color. Penalty discounts were re- 
duced promptly and this protected 
returns to growers. 


trees may need good care and wa-
